What you do then is send me £1,50 and a S,A.E. and I fill up a C 90 with all you 
asked for off the list or else you can send a blank tape,S.A.E. and a donation,it * a up 
to you,Most of the tapes either come with re-printa of their originals or my own ones. 

So far the response to the list has been so good that I never get to listen to 
stuff I want anymore(ha,ha!),the money that has been raised has gone to a local cat 
3 anctuary(£. 50 ),Freedom Animal Sanctuary Trust(MO),fork Hunt Sabs(C 40 ) and Heavana aate(£75) 
also I try and put on benefit gigs whenever I can as a lot of the bands who write ask if 
there is any chance of a gig up here,so I do my beat as it boosts the fund a lot.Last 
year we had Toxik »phei,0i Polloi,Jimmy Savllles Wheelchair,Donkey and The Voyeurs,all of 
which went down well and there should me more gigs in the very near future.
